BOWLING CLUB MEMBERS FILL COUNCIL CHAMBER TO FIGHT 
AGAINST RUMOURED MOVE TO THE STRAWBERRY FIELD SITE 


MEMBERS of Lyme Regis Bowling Club 
turned out in force at last week’s town council 
meeting to argue against the possibility of los¬ 
ing their facilities on Monmouth Beach. 

The town council owns a considerable amount of 
land at Monmouth Beach and leases this out to sev¬ 
eral different organisations. All of the leases, with the 
exception of two held by the bowling club for their 
bowling green and car park area, expire this year 
which has led councillors to consider the future use 
of the whole area. 

Councillors held two private working group meet¬ 
ings to discuss Monmouth Beach and last week town 
clerk John Wright released a report listing the income 
received from all existing leases, the cost of convert¬ 
ing these areas into more car parking spaces or chalet 
sites, and the potential annual revenue the council 
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could make from doing so. 

The bowling club green currently makes £3,872 a 
year for the council and, for a cost of £1.5million (to 
include provision of a new green elsewhere), could 
be converted into 48 car parking spaces which would 
make £55,200 a year or 12 chalet sites making 
£24,000. 

The bowling club’s car park makes a further £7,752 
a year and, for a cost of £500,000, could be converted 
into 24 public car parking spaces making £27,000 a 
year or four chalet sites bringing in £8,000. 

The potential revenue of creating car parking spaces 
or more chalets on sites currently occupied by the 
trailer park, harbourmaster’s store and power boat 
club were also listed, while it was suggested to leave 
the Boat Building Academy car park and gig club’s 
shed and parking space as it is. 

The report did not make any concrete recommenda¬ 
tions for changing the existing uses of Monmouth 
Beach in the immediate future, but suggested adopt¬ 
ing 10 general principles. These included renewing 
the expiring leases for another 12 months - with the 
exception of West Dorset’s car parking area which 
will return to the town council on April 1st - while a 
“master plan” for the whole area is created, which

would link Monmouth Beach with other council as¬ 
sets, such as the Strawberry Field on Charmouth 
Road. 

Despite their lease not expiring until 2019, the 


agenda item added to bowling club members’ existing 
fears that the council was considering moving their 
facilities to the Strawberry Field, and it was standing 
room only at last week’s meeting as they objected to 
the possible loss of their seafront site. 

Speaking in the public forum, Alan Kissack of 
Somers Road commented: “The beauty and charm of 
our town depend in part on the good mix of recre¬ 
ational facilities we have, especially around the bay 
area. These provide enjoyment for residents and help 
make Lyme Regis attractive to visitors, which directly 
increases visitor spend so bringing financial benefit. 

“The town clerk’s report indicates that revenues 
could be increased by turning the area into a giant car 
park. To me, and I’m sure to many others, this does 
not seem to be an enticing prospect. The Monmouth 
Beach area would lose its attraction with Lyme Regis

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Housing project a'disappointing non-starter' 


COUNCIL AGREES TO SCRAP PLANS FOR AFFORDABLE HOUSING IN WOODMEAD HALLS CAR PARK 


TOWN councillors have agreed to scrap plans for 
an affordable housing development in the Wood- 
mead Halls car park in Lyme Regis, as the project 
failed to take off over the past eight years. 

Councillor Mark Gage said the non-starter project was “one 
of my great disappointments during my time on the council”. 

“I really thought we would be doing something during the life 
of this council and helping to make a contribution to the dreadful 
housing situation our local people have, and it’s a real shame 
we haven’t been able to do that,” he added. 

Councillors were told at last week’s Strategy & Policy Com¬ 
mittee meeting that housing association Raglan Housing, which 
was working on the project with the council, had reported that 
pre-planning application meetings with West Dorset District 
Council had not gone well due to concerns over building houses 
in a car park, potential conflict between residents and car park 
users, the small size of the gardens, the design of the buildings 
and the impact the development would have on the character of 
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the area. 

Raglan said that the cost of addressing these concerns was 
greater than originally envisaged and they were reluctant to pur¬ 
sue the scheme any further. 

The town clerk said he had spoken to West Dorset’s housing 
enabler who agreed with Raglan’s view and that the project had 
“little or no prospect of progressing”. 

Councillor Gage continued: “As much as it pains me to say 
so, this project has now come to an end. We don’t have a partner 
who is willing to proceed with us and I think it’s very unlikely 
that we’re going to find one. 

“It’s awful for the people in housing need in the town and the 
only light at the end of the tunnel is the tremendous work that 
the Community Land Trust has been able to do. 


District councillors asked to support skatepark 


THE town council has called for the sup¬ 
port of Lyme Regis'two district council¬ 
lors in helping to push plans for a 
skatepark through the final hurdle before 
construction can begin. 

The much anticipated £150,000 
skatepark, funded by the town council, 
received planning permission this month 
but West Dorset District Council's Execu¬ 
tive Committee must approve the trans¬ 
fer of land before work can begin in 
Charmouth Road car park.

ect is the land transfer. We wouldn't have 
taken it to planning if we hadn't had 
some indication from West Dorset offi¬ 
cers that this shouldn't be a problem, 
otherwise it would have bee a huge 
waste of time and money. 

"I just want to urge our district council¬ 
lors for all their support in helping this 
happen, if you can do anything to help to 
ensure the land transfer goes as 
smoothly as possible because it's such a 
needed project in the town.

Council agree to reveal 
cost of future contracts 

BUT MONMOUTH BEACH FIGURE WILL REMAIN A SECRET 


LYME Regis councillors have approved a change in 
their standing orders which means the cost of future 
council contracts will be revealed to the public. 

The suggestion to make the change came after the 
council refused to release the total cost of works 
being carried out at the landslip-stricken area of 
Monmouth Beach and Ware Cliff, thought to be 
around £140,000. 

Despite calls from members of the public, the local 
press and some councillors, town clerk John Wright 
refused to release the figure saying it was “commer¬ 
cially sensitive” and would be against the advice of 
the council’s solicitor and auditor to reveal the cost. 
Contractor Hansford Construction Ltd. has also re¬ 
quested that the figure remain private. 

Some councillors argued that they should be more 
“open and transparent” when spending public 
money and suggested that the council’s standing or¬ 
ders, financial regulations and tender documents be 
changed to warn any future bidders that the price 
submitted by the successful contractor would be re¬ 
leased to the public. 

Tender prices of unsuccessful applicants will not 
be released, nor will prices submitted for component 
parts of tenders - just the successful bidders’ total 
cost. 

In his report presented to last week’s Strategy & 
Policy Committee meeting, the town clerk warned 
councillors that making the changes could deter 
some organisations from tendering for contracts if 
they didn’t want commercially sensitive information 
made freely available to competitors. He added that 
some companies may change their price to account 
for the risk of this information being release. 
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However, councillors still agreed to support the 
changes, which will now have to be finalised by full 
council. 

Committee chairman Mark Gage said: “Members 
will be aware of the huge amount of press coverage 
we had recently about the tender for the works at 
Monmouth beach. At that time we followed very 
clear guidance and our existing standing orders but 
I think some of us, if not all of us, were concerned 
that we need to be as open as possible. 

“In that particular instance there may have been 
an opportunity to be more upfront but the contractor 
did not wish the information to be released. 

“Once we have made the choice of contractors I 
believe we should be completely open about who 
we have selected and how much of the public’s 
money we are spending.” 

Councillor Anita Williams, who openly stated that 
she thought the Monmouth Beach figure should 
have been released and the council was going 
against procurement laws in refusing to do so, com¬ 
mented: “I think we should be releasing this infor¬ 
mation and if it needs to go in tender documents so 
be it.” 

With regards to the risks raised by the town clerk, 
she added: “If that’s the case so be it, there has to 
be an assurance to the public that those figures will 
be released. It’s the risk that we have to accept in 
the name of transparency.” 


Council to award £20,000 in local grants 


LYME Regis Town Council will meet tonight to 
award more than £20,000 in annual grants to local 
organisations. 

Twenty-four organisations have applied for a 
total of £43,071.43, up to a maximum of £3,000 
each, but the council only has £20,919.15 to 
spend. 

From this figure, a total of £6,435 has already 
been earmarked for the Citizens'Advice Bureau, 
Axe Valley and West Dorset Ring & Ride, First 
Dorset Credit Union, Victim Support, Life Educa¬ 
tion Wessex and Lyme Regis DevelopmentTrustto 
provide a defibrillator at the harbour, as these or¬ 
ganisations are identified as being in "critical 
need". 


Other groups applying for funding are: Lyme 
Regis/St George's Twinning Association (£3,000), 
Lyme Regis Youth Football (£1,700), Lyme Regis 
Museum (£1,000), St Michael's PFA (£3,000), Pan¬

“It also needs to be kept in mind that if our present 
users were to be displaced, resources would be lost and 
would be difficult to resurrect. It would also be diffi¬ 
cult and expensive for the council to provide suitable 
alternative locations. 

“I request that the council please look sympatheti¬ 
cally at renewing the leases of the current users, rather 
than extracting every last penny to the detriment of our 
beautiful town.” 

Bowling club competitions secretary Charlie Barber 
asked what Charlie Mercer - founding member of the 
club who went on to represent Lyme nationally with 
much success - would think of the council’s consider¬ 
ations, as well as 
the “army of vol¬ 
unteers who have 
struggled and 
strived to improve 
the club and green 
to an iconic stan¬ 
dard over the last 
80 years”. 

“I think that you 
see a genteel facil¬ 
ity for gentle, old 
folk to spend a 
few hours enter¬ 
taining themselves. Actually, this is a sporting facility 
of the very highest quality and reputation, nurturing 
sports endeavor up to national level,” he added. 

“Lyme Regis has limited sports clubs that send play¬ 
ers to national finals, to represent Dorset and even 
England and Great Britain. 

“Celebrate and treasure this on behalf of the town 
and don’t even consider trashing it for the sake of more 
chalets and car parking. You have something in the 
town that has been created by generations of enthusi¬ 
asts that is of genuine quality. Please be proud of it.” 

Club member Maureen Wheeler asked if the council 
was aware of an act passed by parliament in 1952 
which prevented clubs on council land, such as the 
bowling club, being moved against their will, espe¬ 
cially if they could show a profit in their end of year 
accounts, which Mrs Wheeler said they could for 78 
years. 

“We are always on the dot with our rents and never 
cost the council a penny, as we do all our own mainte¬ 
nance,” she added. 

“We lost another great asset to the town several years 
ago when we lost our tennis courts to car parking. 
Please don’t take our bowling club away, it’s a great 
asset to the town which the visitors love to watch and 
take part in.” 

Long-standing club member Pat Cole, who organises 
the annual open tournament in Lyme Regis, said that 
the event brings between 100 and 200 people to the 
town for a whole week, with each spending about £500 
in the town, totaling approximately £50,000. 

Having listened to members of the public, council¬ 
lors repeatedly insisted that nothing had been decided 
and that no immediate decisions would be made re¬ 
garding the future use of Monmouth Beach. Instead, 
they described the matter as a “once in a lifetime” op¬ 
portunity to improve leisure and sporting facilities in 
the town. 

Many members said they were within their right and 
had an obligation to ratepayers to look into getting the 
best value for their land, but supported leisure and 
sporting facilities on the site rather than more car park¬ 
ing or chalets. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said: “It’s only right and 
proper that we, as an authority, look at all our options, 
it doesn’t mean any of them are going to be imple¬ 
mented but as long as everybody is totally aware that 
they are sitting on very valuable assets.” 

Councillor Mark Gage continued: “I was extremely 
keen, especially in light of some press coverage we 
have had and some of the rumours around the town, 
that we were totally open and honest about the discus¬ 
sions of the working group and that we put those in the 
public domain at the earliest possible opportunity. 

“These things will take time and there are no deci¬ 
sions made here, there are no done deals. Looking at 
issues as significant as this will take time and would 
have to be the subject of an awful lot consultation and 
public meetings. 

“This is absolutely about making people aware of 
what the council is a custodian of at Monmouth Beach 
and starting the process of getting community input on 
how the council could use that in the best interests of 
the whole community.” 

Councillor Anita Williams commented: “I think the 
town clerk’s report is clear that this is a starting point. 


I think I’m correct in saying that the one place I 
haven’t heard the suggestion that we will not be re¬ 
newing the bowling club lease is in this chamber, it’s 
not something we have ever discussed. 

“We have talked about the fact that we now have, for 
the first time in years, the opportunity to rationalise 
and reconsider the land use at Monmouth Beach. That 
doesn’t necessarily mean intensifying; it may mean 
more use for recreation rather than less... maybe what 
we might see down at Monmouth Beach is something 
better.” 

Councillor Williams also said that the council had an 
obligation to obtain the best value for its land and sug¬ 
gested considering market value rents for amenities in 
the area, with a grants system to run alongside this for 
organisations that needed financial assistance. 

Councillor Lucy 
Campbell said: 
“It’s very early 
stages, there’s no 
formal recom- 
mendations 
tonight and it will 
actually be for the 
next council to 
take forward any¬ 
way. 

“With regards to 
the bowling club, 
there was never 
any intention as far as I’m concerned of taking away 
facilities and not replacing them. It would be terrible 
to remove something like that and not replace it... It’s 
important that people don’t jump to conclusions.” 

Councillor Terry O’Grady added: “I agree that the 
whole Monmouth Beach area needs looking at but I 
would want to see the bowling green remain in situ as 
it is an attraction to the town and an asset to the town. 
I would not like to see Monmouth Beach become a 
concrete jungle with just car parks and caravans. 

“And as for Strawberry Field, I would still like us to 
find a third party to help develop the sports side if 
things to benefit the whole of Lyme Regis.” 

Councillor Chris Clipson described the matter as a 
“once is a lifetime” chance to change the whole tenure 
of the area. 

“We maybe able to make a change to parts of that 
area to make it much better than it is now and make it 
much more amenable to people visiting the town,” he 
added. 

Town 'blighted' by car parking 

Councillor George Symonds suggested that the town 
clerk’s report could have been better worded to avoid 
such public concern, and that “leave as is” should have 
been listed as an option for all Monmouth Beach sites, 
not just two. 

Councillor Gage commented: “We have an opportu¬ 
nity in front of us to look at this large and amazingly 
significant piece of land which, as a local community, 
we are fortunate that we manage it locally. It is our 
right and our duty that we do this and in doing so we 
have to take into account all of the people who are 
using it at the moment, all its different uses and all of 
the things that we may be able to do to make better use 
of it. 

“I personally would like to see less car parking down 
there, our town is blighted in summer by the endless 
trawl of cars coming down Cobb Road. I would like 
to see more out of town parking. 

“I also would like to see better integration between 
clubs down there, which would make it easier for the 
town council to support them and perhaps fund better 
facilities. There’s a huge need to increase the leisure 
use down there and to increase support for sporting ac¬ 
tivities of all sorts, and as we move forward I hope 
that’s one of the things we can achieve.” 

Councillor Gage then proposed that councillors ac¬ 
cept the principles for the future of Monmouth Beach 
put together by the working group. 

He added: “This gives us an opportunity to start this 
process and work with everyone in the town to make 
sure all facilities are protected, enhanced and we get 
the best use our of this significant piece of land in the 
best interests of whole community.” 

Members agreed to accept all the principles, as fol¬ 
lows: 

1) The West Dorset District Council (WDDC) lease on 
Monmouth Beach car park will end on March 31st 
2015 and from April 1st 2015 the car park will be man¬ 
aged by the town council; 

2) The council’s support for a functioning harbour 
should override profit maximisation; 

3) The current lease arrangements with WDDC for the 
trailer park should be reviewed; this will include ne¬ 
gotiations about the foreshore and the possibility of 
land swap with WDDC; 


4) That duplication of functions with WDDC should 
be avoided, i.e. trailer park management and winter 
boat storage; 

5) The council must make it clear to its electorate about 
the level of subsidy received by those that it leases land 
to in this location; 

6) Any future release of capital from these sites should 
be used to fund projects for the benefit of the town; 

7) The town clerk should start discussions with those 
the council has leases with to understand their aspira¬ 
tions; 

8) The council should develop a master plan for this 
area over the next 12 months and that plan, where pos¬ 


sible, should be linked to the development of other 
council assets, e.g. Strawberry Field; 

9) Leases that expire in 2015, with the exceptions of 
WDDC’s Monmouth Beach car park lease, should be 
extended for 12 months to coincide with the develop¬ 
ment of a master plan for this area; 

10) The council should consider how it intends to de¬ 
velop and implement a master plan over the next 12 
months. 

The discussions over the future of the bowling club 
have sparked heated debate on social media site Face- 
book, with a picture of green receiving more than 90 
comments since Friday.

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Community pays respects to former MP 


TRIBUTES are continuing to pour in following the 
death of Sir James Spicer, with kind words con¬ 
tributed from across the community. 

West Dorset’s MP of 23 years died peacefully on 
Saturday, but the loss of one of the region’s political 
heavyweights has already had a big impact. 

Fred Horsington, chairman of the West Dorset Con¬ 
servative Association, sent his heartfelt condolences 
to Sir James’s family on behalf of the organisation’s 
members. 

“Jim served his country as a soldier, an MP and an 
MEP, and that contribution was recognised with a 
knighthood,” he said. 

“However, in West Dorset there are many who knew 
Jim and will remember what a considerable figure he 
was in the life of our community for so long. 

“He was a dedicated and dynamic constituency MP 
and, along with his late wife ‘Winfy’, a tireless sup¬ 
porter of local organisations and causes”. 

Alongside his successful political career, Sir James 
was remembered as an accomplished military man 
and a prolific charity fundraiser. 

Inspired to serve from a young age, he contributed 
to the war effort as a boy by filling sandbags and act¬ 
ing as an air raid messenger, before lying about his 
age to enlist in the forces. 

By the end of the war, Sir James had become a pla¬ 
toon commander in the Oxford and Buckinghamshire 
Light Infantry. 

He served in Germany and Kenya after the war, ris¬ 
ing to the rank of major in the 1st Battalion of the 
Parachute Regiment, and playing a part in the failed 
British attack on the Suez Canal in 1956. 

Sir James turned his attention to causes closer to 
home during the Sixties and Seventies, after marrying 
his beloved wife Winifred in 1954. 

The couple settled at Higher Meerhay Farm in 
Beaminster, where Sir James quickly became a strong 
voice in the community. 

After his election as MP in 1974, he enjoyed a 
colourful parliamentary career, during which time he 
became a loyal supporter of the ‘Iron Lady.’ 

Firmly opposed to defence cuts and an advocate of 
capital punishment, Sir James earned a reputation for

speaking his mind. 

His successor as West Dorset MP, Oliver Letwin, 
said: “Jim was a fighter from first to last - in the army, 
in agriculture, in Parliament. And he loved West 
Dorset with a fierce, abiding passion. 

“Put those two together and you had the most pug¬ 
nacious defender of our part of the world that you 
could possibly have hoped for. 

“What’s more, he was a lovable, generous-spirited 
English gent.” 

Awarded a knighthood in 1988, Sir James spent his 
later years supporting a number of charity initiatives 
close to his heart. 

With the support of former colleagues from the 
Paratroop Regiment, he founded the Airborne Initia¬ 
tive - a programme designed to help rehabilitate 
young offenders. 

And as chairman of ‘Fitness for Industry’, he chan¬ 
nelled his passion for sport towards healthy living 
projects for businesses. 

At the age of 70, he swam across the River Thames 
to raise money for Macmillan Cancer Support and 
Water Aid, before famously insisting he had “no time 
for hospital” when medics subsequently advised him 
to check in for treatment. 

A long-term supporter of the Beaminster community 
swimming pool, Sir James’ charitable work was per¬ 
haps most visible through the Weldmar Hospicecare 
Trust. 

The trust’s chairman Stephen Baynard, speaking on 
behalf of staff and volunteers, said: “The death of Sir 
James Spicer is a time for sorrow and we extend our 
deepest sympathy to his family and friends. 

“It is also a time when we reflect with enormous 
gratitude on his great contribution, alongside his won¬ 
derful wife Lady Winifred, who was the founder 
chairman of our ‘Friends’ group. 

“The two of them were familiar figures at Weldmar 
events, lending their support and encouraging others 



to do the same. 

“The people of Dorset have a great deal to be thank¬ 
ful to Sir James for.” 

Beaminster town councillors held a minute’s silence 
in memory of Sir James at their meeting on Monday 
evening. 

And Conservative county councillor Rebecca Knox 
remembered a “great supporter of the rural area.” 

She added: “I was asked what his legacy might be - 
there are so many, including great causes for local 
charities which he and Winfy supported. 

“Jim knew how important being an elected member 
for a local community was for everyone, no matter 
what age. 

“He was brilliant at getting young people talking and 
acting on issues, and getting involved to make a dif¬ 
ference. 

“I was very fortunate to have known him all my 
life - he never told me what I should do, he asked me 
what I thought. And I saw him ask that of so many 
other young people, politics aside.”

IN the latest in our series marking the 100th anniversary of the death 
of all Lyme Regis men fallen during the First World War, we look at the 
life on Albert 'Bert' George Gudge, from Uplyme, with thanks to Ver¬ 
non Rattenbury from the Lyme Regis Royal British Legion for under¬ 
taking the research. 

ALBERT ‘BERT’ GEORGE GUDGE 

Private, D Company, 2nd Battalion, Devonshire Regiment 
Service No. 9083 

Born 1893 in Uplyme and died March 29th 1915 
in Pas de Calais, France 

BERT Gudge had enlisted in Exeter. In August 1914 the 2nd Battalion, De¬ 
vonshire Regiment, were in Cairo, Egypt. It returned to England October 1st 
1914 and attached to 23rd Brigade in 8th Division, and was sent straight 
across the Channel and arrived in France on November 6th 1914. 

They went into the line south of Armentieres and fought at the First Battle 
of Ypres, from October 10th to November 22nd 1914. The division’s first, 
large scale operation took place around Neuve Chapelle on December 18th 
1914. The battalion suffered 56 dead and 121 wounded or missing during this 
time. 

In 1915, the battalion was in action again at the Battle of Neuve Chapelle, 
from March 10th to 13th 1915. Bert died of wounds on March 29th 1915. 

The son of Joseph and Ellen Gudge of The Haven, Harcombe, Uplyme, he 
is buried in Sailly-sur-la-Lys Canadian Cemetery, Pas de Calais, France, grave 
II.A.6 and is commemorated on the Uplyme War Memorial. He was awarded 
the 1914 Star, British War Medal and Victory Medal. 

■ After further research on Lance Corporal, Henry William Warr, 2nd Bat¬ 
talion, York and Lancaster Regiment, who was remembered in October 2014 
as one of Lyme’s fallen, he was in fact bom in Colyton. The Warr family, it 
is believed, did live in Lyme before the First World War but were residents of 
Broadwindsor at the time of his and his brother Charles’ deaths in 1914. Both 
their names appear on the Broadwindsor Memorial. With thanks to Alan Warr 
(great nephew) for this new information.

(i) RICS 
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Memorial tree scrapped due to repeated vandalism 


UPLYME parish councillors have reluctantly agreed 
that a memorial tree marking the centenary of the 
First World War would not be viable on the grass tri¬ 
angle outside the village church, due to repeated at¬ 
tempts to destroy anything that has been planted on 
the site. 

Councillors said the attempts to destroy the memo¬ 
rial tree, first planted last year, “spoke to determined 
opposition by someone living nearby” rather than ran¬ 
dom acts of vandalism or drunk and disorderly be¬ 
haviour. 

Instead of an oak tree, it was suggested that a stone 
memorial be considered and the donor of the tree and 
guard remove it for use elsewhere. 

■ PARISH councillors have been asked to consider 
ideas on how ti improve outdoor spaces in the village, 
if funding from East Devon District Council became 


available. 

Councillors suggested that outdoor gym equipment 
may be appropriate, so that older children and adults 
could enjoy exercise. 

■ THE process of handing over responsibility of the 
churchyard to Uplyme Parish Council will have to be 
restarted after the relevant paperwork was lost. 

The parish council was told last year that the 
Parochial Church Council intended to close the 
churchyard to new burials and hand over maintenance 
responsibility to the council. However, the necessary 
paperwork for this transfer has been lost and the 
process will start again. 

In the mean time, repairs to some of the crumbling 
walls will be undertaken, so the council will not have 
to budget as much as expected for future repairs.

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Town Mill Cheesemonger breaks record for 
most expensive Cheddar at charity auction 


CHEDDAR cheese from a Lyme Regis shop has sold for whopping 
£665 per kilo at a fundraising auction in London, breaking the 
world record for the most expensive cheddar. 

Three wheels of cheddar packaged to look like music records 
were donated by the award-winning Town Mill Cheesemonger in 
Lyme Regis as one of the lots at an auction held at the famous 
Half Moon music venue in Putney, south west London. 

The auction followed a sell-out concert in aid of musician Henry 
McCullough, formerly of Paul McCartney's Wings and Joe Cocker's 
Grease Band, who is suffering the devastating effects of a heart 
attack in 2012 and now needs a lot of day-to-day assistance. 

The concert featured Graham Parker, Paul Carrack, Nick Lowe, 
Andy Fairweather Low and Suggs from Madness, all of whom ap¬ 
peared alongside the backing band, Henry's Heroes, made up of 
Tim Hinkley, Steve Simpson, Bobby Tench, Mel Collins, Neil Hub¬ 
bard, John Halsey and Kuma Harada. 

Speaking on his donation to the auction, owner of theTown Mill 
Cheesemonger, JustinTunstall,said:"Cheese might bean unusual 
item to see at a charity auction, but we commission cheeses that 
look like 45 rpm single records and I thought that providing some 
that had particular relevance to the evening's line-up might raise 
a bob or two." 

He wasn't wrong and one of the cheeses, featuring labels from 
Nick Lowe's first single on the ground-breaking Stiff Records, was 
the subject of a hotly contested bidding war. This was spurred on 
by Nick himself, who helpfully played snatches of both sides of

the single, while Stiff founder and label boss, Dave Robinson, held 
the cheese on display. 

Music industry veteran Nick Stewart skilfully urged bidders up¬ 
wards and eventually the cheese was won for a whopping £600 
by a travelling businessman from Singapore. 

Other lots came from various donors, including Paul McCartney 
and Henry himself, whose platinum disc for "Dark Side of the 
Moon" went for £1,200. A signed vinyl set of the 11 Beatles albums 
in Mono fetched £1,700 for the cause. 

Mr Tunstall continued: "These 900gm waxed mature cheddar 
cheeses are always on sale in our shop at a rather more modest 
price of £14.95.1 think it unlikely that we could sell more at the 
auction price, but I had a great evening and am over the moon 
that it raised so much for a good cause. 

"It was certainly the world's most expensive cheddar - the pre¬ 
vious record being held by a gold leaf and white truffle cheddar 
from Somerset's Wyke Farms, available at a mere £252 per kilo, 
less than half the price of our cheese! 

"Nonetheless, we don't hold the record for the world's most ex¬ 
pensive cheese of any variety - that is Pule, a Serbian cheese made 
to special order only from donkey milk, costing a staggering £795 
per kilo."

Local food and local people 
put first at new restaurant 


LYME Regis residents can look for¬ 
ward to a new restaurant opening 
in the town centre next month. 

The French Lieutenant's Bistro, in 
the former premises of The Terrace 
clothes shop and cafe on Bridge 
Street, will open in April putting 
local produce and local people 
first. 

The new bistro is the joint ven¬ 
ture of Paul Crisp and Jon Golding. 
Paul, from Chideock, previously 
owned The George in Chideock 
and the West Bay Hotel, and now 
runs The Anchor in Burton Brad- 
stock along with Jon, from Wooton 
Fitzpaine, who also works for 
Thatchers cider. 

Along with executive chef 
Stephanie Painter, who has already 
made a name for herself in several 
London establishments, they aim 
to open a total of three pubs and 
three restaurants across Dorset and 
Devon in the next five years under 
the business name Lyme Bay Bars 
& Bistros. 

In Lyme Regis, they hope to serve 
food all day from 10am to 10pm, 
with 70 per cent of the "affordable 
quality" menu being fish dishes. 
Their primary focus is on local 
trade, sourcing all ingredients lo¬ 
cally and ensuring they always 
have a place for Lyme residents by 
setting aside a number of tables 
specifically for local people, so they

can walk in a find a table no matter 
what time of year. 

The former shop and cafe is cur¬ 
rently being converted into a styl¬ 
ish bistro, with a nod to "The 
French Lieutenant's Woman", the 
John Fowles novel based and 
1980s film starring Meryl Streep 
which was based in the town. 

The bistro includes an open 
kitchen, booth-style dining areas, a 
circular bar in the centre and the 
riverside terrace at the rear of the 
property has been raised to offer 
stunning views across Lyme Bay. In 
the future, Paul and Jon also hope 
to make further use of the cellar 
area by adding a spiral staircase 
down to a cellar bar. 

The business partners have al¬ 
ready made use of many materials 
found in the building, recycling or 
reusing everything to avoid filling 
a single skip during the building 
works.

to answer local fishermen’s question. All candidates 
from West Dorset attended, with the exception of Oliver 
Letwin MP who sent a letter of support, which stated: 

“I have a long record of active support for local fisher¬ 
men, including support right at present in resolving a 
problem for the proposed new fish-cooler for local fish¬ 
ermen in Lyme Regis. If re-elected in West Dorset, I 
shall continue to advocate the cause of sustainable local 
fisheries.” 

Honiton and Tiverton MP Neil Parish and the UKIP 
and Green candidates did not attend. 

There was a lively debate with over 100 residents, 
fishermen and representatives from marine charity Blue 
quizzing the politicians about their policies regarding 
local fishermen. The Labour, Green and Liberal Demo¬ 
crat candidates all agreed that more locally-focused de¬ 
cision making was needed to make sure that 
fishermen’s voices were really listened to. 

Hannah Martin, Greenpeace campaigner, said: 

“Local, sustainable fishing has a proud history in Lyme 
Regis but fishermen here have been neglected for 
decades. 


“It was disappointing that Neil Parish MP didn’t make 
a pledge to put local fishermen first, but six candidates 
became coastal champions today and committed to 
push the next government to implement the new EU 
fishing laws. These new laws tell the government to 
give more quota to local, sustainable fishermen. 

“The industrial and foreign factory fleet are currently 
given the lion’s share of the quota by the government. 
But giving even a small amount more quota to the local, 
low impact fishermen here will make a huge difference. 
It will create and protect create jobs tenfold, inject cash 
into local businesses, the economy and protect fish 
stocks.” 

Greenpeace set sail from Porthleven in Cornwall at 
the end of Lebruary in a typical fishing boat used by 
local, low impact fishermen and will be at sea for over 
two months. The tour stops in 23 of the most marginal 
constituencies around the coast, ending in Lisheries 
Minister George Eustice’s constituency of Hayle, just 
days before the general election.

Lyme Matters

T HE day all mayors dread 
is fast approaching - Fri¬ 
day, April 10th when the 
annual town meeting will be 
held at the Woodmead Halls. 

I don’t think Sally Holman will be 
relishing this year’s gathering of 
parishioners after the battering she 
took last year - but surely it won’t be 
so bad? 

Down the years the annual town 
meeting, in which the electorate get 
the chance to question their council¬ 
lors, has been a bit of a damp squib 
with only a dozen or so attending. 

Last year was a different matter. It 
was standing room only and the coun¬ 
cil took a real bashing. 

It was the reaction from the floor to 
a year which had been peppered by 


poor behaviour in the council cham¬ 
ber and which prompted town clerk 
John Wright to recently observe that 
the reputation of the council had been 
greatly harmed. 

From the reports presented by the 
committee chairmen, however, you 
would have thought that the council 
was in line for a local government 
Oscar. 

But who will ever forget the emo¬ 


tional and impassioned speech by 
Royal British Legion chairman David 
Manners before storming out, and I 
have to admit I also came extremely 
close to losing it in an exchange with 
Mark Gage that did neither of us any 
favours. 

It will not happen again because I 
will not be present at this year’s meet¬ 
ing but no doubt the View From will 
come in for more stinging criticism 


over our so-called sensational re¬ 
porting. 

This past year has not been any¬ 
where near as controversial so I 
don’t think Sally need worry too 
much, although she was overheard 
saying at her civic night on Friday: 
“I could have done without this past 
year.” 

With the council standing down a 
month after the annual town meet¬ 
ing in readiness for the election on 
May 7th, there’s little point in hav¬ 
ing an inquest on councillors’ per¬ 
formance these past 12 months. 

It will, however, give the outgoing 
council the chance to draw attention 
to their achievements over the past 
four years - and there have been 
many which this newspaper readily 
accepts - and we should also recog¬ 


nise that not all councillors have be¬ 
haved poorly and all of them have 
put in many hours of voluntary 
service on our behalf. 

With closing date for election nom¬ 
inations April 9th, at least the meet¬ 
ing will know who is standing again. 

I have had the privilege of sitting 
both sides of the press bench and 
know from personal experience that 
it is not an easy job. 

Someone asked me if we intended 
to be so aggressive towards the new 
council. I drew their intention to our 
coverage of the pre-2010 council with 
whom we had an excellent relation¬ 
ship, especially with the staff. 

Hopefully the new council will not 
be so dicky which will improve de¬ 
bate... but we will have to wait and 
see. 


It may well have been a different story had it not been an election year 


SO there was never any intention to move Lyme Regis Bowl¬ 
ing Club to the Strawberry Field after all. Really? 

It was just press speculation. 

Town councillors last week said all they are doing is looking at 
their options for the development of Monmouth Beach and the 
bowling club can rest assured that when their lease expires in 
2019 they will not be shunted up to the top ofCharmouth Road. 

Had the council chamber not been packed out by bowling club 
members, and had there not been an election in a few weeks time, 
I suggest there might well have been a very different outcome. 

Packing out the chamber always works and has resulted in coun¬ 
cillors down the years changing their minds for fear of upsetting 
the electorate. So good on the bowling club for rallying their 


troops. Moving the bowling club off Monmouth Beach, of course, 
is nothing new. When the former borough council set up the Lyme 
Regis Sports Centre Trust to oversee the creation of combined 
sporting facilities at the Davey Fort (home of Lyme Regis Football 
Club) provision was made for a bowling green and, would you be¬ 
lieve, a rifle shooting range. 

The creeping cliffs of Lyme put paid to those proposals and Lyme 
Regis FC was left with a minimum sized pitch which has cost tens 
of thousands of pounds to make playable and has stunted the 
club's ability to play at a higher standard ever since. 

I'm all for the redevelopment of Monmouth Beach but I hope 
that can be achieved without lessening the recreational facilities. 

In my view the bowling club, in particular, is a great asset to the 


town. In coming up with a report to improve revenues, town clerk 
John Wright estimated that, had it been the intention to move the 
bowling club, it would have cost £1.5 million to re-site it on the 
Strawberry Field. That in itself probably meant it would never hap¬ 
pen. 

What the new council needs to be doing is to thoroughly investi¬ 
gate a promise made many years ago - to replace the Woodmead 
Halls tennis courts.That too could be an expensive exercise. 

I agree with Mark Gage (yes, you read that correctly). It's not just 
about providing facilities for more cars down at the Cobb, which is 
already grossly overcrowded during the peak weeks. 

It's about improving leisure and recreation facilities as well.

LYME Regis Art Society's 
series of demonstrations 
ended with a flourish 
thanks to abstract artist 
Patrick Jones, who came 
on his birthday to reveal 
how a fantastic image 
can be created using the 
simplest equipment. 

After a welcoming cho¬ 
rus of "Happy Birthday", 
showed members the 
unprimed 15 oz cotton 
duck canvas that he uses 
- unprimed because he 
likes to work with the 
weave - and explained 
how the finished image 
would be fitted to canvas stretchers. 
After taping the canvas to his board 
with two areas taped off to remain 
white, he dampened it with a sponge 
ready for paint with very best acrylics 
from Golden Paints, which cost about 
£27 a tin. 

Individual colours were mixed in 
plastic cups, and paint applied with 
large sponges. Working intuitively, al¬ 
ways improvising, Patrick needs a 
sense of excitement for the work to be 
successful. 

Inspired by his three-year-old 
daughter's confidence and pure en¬ 
joyment of shape and colour, he 
sponged large strokes of blue, red and 
yellow onto the wet canvas with a 
blend of spontaneity and control be¬ 
fore creating a mix of these three 
colours and adding dark strokes for 
weight and balance. 

Although members watched this on 
the large screen above him, they were 
amazed at the vibrancy of colour on 


the actual painting, although it would 
dry lighter. 

After tea, there was a feeling of ten¬ 
sion as Patrick removed the remaining 
tape, adding strong strokes of red and 
blue within the striking white areas. 
Meanwhile, the original colours had 
merged into soft shades of tertiary 
colours and the final image left us im¬ 
patient to try the techniques our¬ 
selves. 

The society will now break until au¬ 
tumn but the annual exhibition will be 
in the Town Mill Malthouse from May

Lyme continues to pledge support 
to retain Axminster Hospital beds 


THE Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor 
Sally Holman, and Local Area Partner¬ 
ship LymeLorward have continued to 
pledge support for the campaign to re¬ 
tain inpatient beds at Axminster Hospi¬ 
tal, as news came that results of a 
consultation have been delayed. 

The decision-making timetable of the 
New Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) with regards to inpatient 
beds at Axminster has changed again. 

A full report of the public consulta¬ 
tion and associated recommendations 
and impact assessment was going to be 
published on March 19th with the final 
report going to the Eastern Locality 
Board on Wednesday, March 25th and 
ratified by the governing body on 
Wednesday, April 1st. The final report 
will now not go to the Locality Board 
until May 27 th. 

Julie Shephard, who has been leading 
on Lyme’s support for the campaign on 
behalf of LymeLorward, said: “I sus¬ 
pect the reasons for delay are two-fold 
- the breadth and depth of opposition to 
the closure of beds at three community 
hospitals received in the consultation 
exercise, and the need to avoid making 
significant long-lasting decisions about 
future health services so close to an 
election. 

“They have published a draft sum¬ 
mary of the consultation responses but 
no analysis or recommendations - I'll 
keep an eye on this as it develops, but 
they’ve chosen wisely to keep their 
head down coming up to the election.” 

Separate to the CCG’s consultation of 
whether to permanently close the 10 in¬ 
patient beds at Ax min ster Hospital was 
the North Devon Healthcare Trust’s 


(NDHT) decision at the end of 2014 to 
temporarily transfer them to Seaton 
Hospital due to staff shortages. 

Dr James Vann, retired Axminster GP 
and member of Axminster Hospital Ac¬ 
tion Group, said: “The battle goes on 
with both the CCG and NDHT. With 
NDHT, the main thing is trying to find 
staff to reopen the Axminster beds. We 
are just over half way with recruitment 
and are ready to advertise for nursing 
staff in the local area with flyers to put 
in shops, pubs, libraries, cafes, estate 
agents, etc. explaining the need for staff 
to reopen Axminster Hospital and how 
to apply. 

“There are a surprising number of 
nurses who have relocated here and 
also wish to start nursing again after 
having had children. The NDHT have 
guaranteed to reopen it if we can recruit 
sufficient people and will also guaran¬ 
tee the jobs if the CCG shut us down. 
The CCG in turn have publicly said 
they expect NDHT to reopen the beds 
when possible.” 

Councillor Holman described the re¬ 
cruitment process and “good progress” 
and congratulated Dr Vann and his 
team for their efforts. 

Axminster Hospital is currently seek¬ 
ing registered nurses, offering flexible 
working hours and support for newly- 
qualified nurses and those returning to 
practice.

WHAT, no resurrection jewellery? With Easter ap¬ 
proaching, I thought I would consider a peculiar sta¬ 
tistic. 

Easter Sunday is all about Jesus’ resurrection from the 
dead. So, I was curious to see if our culture used any 
symbols to mark this. I put in a product search in the 
jewellery section of Amazon for “empty grave” and 
“resurrection” and got absolutely zero for both! By 
contrast, and not unsurprisingly, a product search for 
“crucifix” got 8,049 products and “cross” got a mas¬ 
sive 105,585 products. Lascinating, because the cross 
is only one half of what Easter is all about. Eurther- 
more, the Bible certainly discusses Jesus’ resurrection 
as much, if not more, than His crucifixion. 

Of course, both are crucial to the Easter message. Yet 
here we see an apparent, dramatic imbalance in our 
popular cultural emphasis. “So what?!” you might 
ask. I suppose I wouldn’t blame you; it doesn’t seem 
of much significance or relevance. Or does it? 

You see, the cross tends to emphasise pain, suffering, 
sacrifice, punishment and death; as well as the love 
and forgiveness involved in Jesus’ self-giving. All 
crucial elements of the Easter message (Good Friday). 
By contrast, the empty grave, or resurrection, tends 
to emphasise wholeness, healing, liberation, freedom, 
new joy, new hope, new life (Easter Sunday).

Has this, I wonder, 
subtly produced an unhealthy and unbalanced, popu¬ 
lar perception of the Christian message? 

Check out the various Easter programmes and events 
put on by our local churches this year. Listen for the 
balanced message of Easter and allow it to commend 
itself to you for your consideration and response. By 
the way, who knows, here might be a golden oppor¬ 
tunity for a jewellery entrepreneur!

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Small Businesses and the 2015 Budget 


IN the last Budget before the General Election, 
the government introduced measures likely to 
impact on smaller businesses, with the overall 
aim of creating 'a dynamic, regionally balanced 
economy and to support future productivity 
growth'. In summary, the key changes, announce¬ 
ments, and proposals included: 

• From 6 April 2016, the government will extend 
the period over which self-employed farmers can 
average their profits for income tax purposes 
from 2 to 5 years to help farmers plan for the fu¬ 
ture, recognising the often volatile nature of farm 
profits. 

• Class 2 National Insurance Contributions for 
the self-employed are to be abolished during the 
next parliament. 

• Employer National Insurance Contributions for 
those under the age of 21 will be abolished from

April 2015. 

• National Minimum Wage for an adult is to rise 
to £6.70 per hour from 1 October 2015 (realising 
a full-time annual increase of £300), and the ap¬ 
prentice rate to £3.30 per hour. Full-time appren¬ 
tices will see their annual salaries increase by over 
£1,000 as a result. 

• The main rate of Corporation Tax will be 20% 
from April 2015, and will remain at that level for 
the financial year commencing April 2016. 

• A Diverted Profits Tax (for those companies di¬ 
verting their profits from the UK to reduce their 
UK tax liability) will be charged at 25% on di¬ 
verted taxable profits and will apply from 1 April 

2015. 

• The Annual investment allowance is set to re¬ 
duce from £500,000 to £25,000 from 1 January 

2016. However, the Chancellor is to look at this

again and is likely to set it at a much more gener¬ 
ous rate which will be announced in the 2015 Au¬ 
tumn Statement. 

• The government will prevent individuals from 
claiming Entrepreneur's Relief on the disposal of 
personal assets used in a business carried on by 
a company or a partnership, unless they are dis¬ 
posed of in connection with a disposal of at least 
a 5% shareholding in the company, or a 5% share 
in the partnership assets.This affects disposals on 
or after 18 March 2015. The relief is intended to 
benefit individuals who are permanently with¬ 
drawing from a business. 

• A new ambition that ultrafast broadband of at 
least 100Mbps should be available to nearly all 
UK premises. 

• The government has asked the South West 
Peninsula Task Force on rail to consider improve¬ 
ments to the Exeter to Salisbury line as part of its 
work. The Great Western Route will seethe intro¬ 
duction of new Intercity Express trains providing 
more frequent services and faster journey times.

Starting up a business, a guide from GOV.UK 


Start with an idea 

IF YOU'RE thinking of starting up a business, you'll first need 
to come up with a realistic idea that you can turn into a prod¬ 
uct or service. Find local support, including help with devel¬ 
oping business ideas, on the National Enterprise Network 
website. 

Register your idea 

You might have already come up with an idea for a busi¬ 
ness you think there's a market for, or invented something 
you think people will want to buy. Find out how to register 
your idea to make sure nobody copies it without your per¬ 
mission. 

Turn your idea into a business 

1. Research your market - identify potential customers. Talk 
to them and find out if your idea is meeting a real need. 

2. Develop and plan - test your product or service with real 
customers, make changes, and test it again. Keep doing 
this until you're sure there's a demand for it. 

3. Find partners and suppliers - think about who you're going 
to work with to develop and sell your idea. 

4. Set up your business - work out which legal structure is 
right for you, and whether you want to sell shares. 

5. Get funding - explore different sources of business finance, 
from bank loans to government-backed schemes. 

If you're unemployed, you might be able to get support 
and financial help from Jobcentre Plus. Contact the 
Business Link Helpline for help and advice on starting or 
growing your business.

Part 2: Research your market 
Test your business idea with potential customers to check 
if there's real demand for what you're planning to sell. This 
lets you find out about any problems and fix them before 
you've wasted too much time, effort and money. 

Watch a video on researching your market to understand 
your customers'needs. 

1. Identify potential customers. Talk to them and find out 
about their needs. 

2. If you can, make a basic version of your product or service 
(a 'prototype'). Work out the cheapest and quickest way of 
making something that lets you find out if you're meeting 
a real customer need. 

3. Test it with them and get feedback. Find out what they'd 
be willing to pay for it. Try out different prices with 
different customers in a consistent, realistic way to see what 
people will really pay. Can you make enough money for a 
return on your investment? 

4. If there are other businesses competing for your market, 
think about what will make you different. Can you provide 


something better than what's already available? 

Example 

If you're in retail you could try different opening hours or 
home delivery. You could aim for a specific group of cus¬ 
tomers who aren't being targeted by other businesses (a 
'market niche'), make something that's easier to use than 
competitors'products, or meet a customer need by solving 
a problem that nobody's ever solved before. 

If you're starting a retail business, think about testing your 
idea by taking a short-term lease on premises for a few weeks 
or months. Watch videos on choosing your business prem¬ 
ises, and deciding whether to rent or buy. 

Part 3: Develop and plan 

Develop and change your idea based on what you've found 
out about your customers' needs before investing. Deal with 
any problems you've found with your product or service, in¬ 
cluding the way you're planning to make and sell it. 

Go back to your customers and test again. 

Keep doing this until you're confident that they'll be willing 
to pay what you're asking, and that you're meeting their 
needs. 

If there's no real demand for your idea, think about chang¬ 
ing it completely. Is there another product, service or market 
that uses your skills and resources in a different way? 

Write a business plan 
A business plan is a good way to sum up: 

• the customer need you're aiming to meet 

• how your business will meet that need while making a profit 

It should clearly show the results of your customer re¬ 
search, and that you're able to explain how you can turn your 
idea into viable business before you invest lots of time and 
money. 

Your plan can also be a very helpful tool to convince other 
people of the value of your business. This includes potential 
partners and sources of funding. 

Part 4: Find partners and suppliers 
Many businesses start with just one person, known as a 'sole 
trader'. If you set up as a sole trader you'll be self-employed, 
which means you'll be your own boss. 

You'll also be responsible for: 

• managing your own time 

• looking after all of your company's admin and accounts 

• taking risks with your own money, particularly if you're 

leaving full-time employment 

Whether you set up as a sole trader, partnership or limited 
company, your business is likely to involve working with 
more people to develop and sell your idea - including part¬ 
ners, suppliers and distributors.

BRIDPORT Arts Centre will be exhibition David 
Smith's #Letter365 in the Allsop Gallery until 
Saturday, April 11th. The unique installation 
marks the culmination of a unique project 
which has been unfolding over the last year, 
with a new, individual artwork being created 
each and every day since March 7th 2014. 

Wherever he might have been, every day 
David has made a piece of work from scratch, 
sealed it in an envelope and, before midnight, 
arranged for its delivery, usually by post, to 
Bridport Arts Centre where all the envelopes 
remained unopened awaiting the exhibition. 
The catch is that each work will remain unseen 
until it is sold. Buyers can choose a randomly 
selected day, or by paying little extra they can 
choose a specific date, perhaps an anniversary 
or birthday, as a gift for themselves or some¬ 
one special. Not only do purchasers get the 
artwork (and envelope) created that day they 
are also getting a small part of the bigger work 
that is #Letter365. 

And what is inside each envelope? It could be 
a work in any medium from drawing to collage, 
painting to photography. Whatever it is David 
guarantees that it is a totally original one-off 
created substantially from scratch on the 


day stated. 

Much of David's work explores the interplay 
between chaos and control, emotion and the 
intellect, the seen and the unseen, and this 
work is no different. The envelopes are 
arranged in an ordered grid which is disrupted 
and disturbed by the sold pieces being 
opened out and the contents displayed. Some 
of his other work is also on show to help place 
#Letter365 into a wider context. 

#Letter365 will continue to evolve through 
the duration of the exhibition. Every Saturday 
any additional pieces sold that week will be 
opened and displayed, so the audience can in¬ 
fluence the process and progress of the work 
by their buying choices. Even though the cost 
of a day is intentionally pitched very low, it is 
not expected that every piece will sell, and so 
an auction of the remaining works will be held 
towards the end of the show to allow even 
more works to be opened and shown. So there 
should be new and interesting things happen¬ 
ing throughout the duration of the show.
